17. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A method of electronically authorizing or repudiating 
an electronically processed task, comprising: 

associating elements forming completed tasks with a user requesting authorization or 
repudiation reasons with respect to the completed tasks; and 
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i nd i cat i ng identifying an element necessitating review as a check point for review among 
elements of a new electronically processed task presented by the user for focus of review , where 
said element matches a previously repudiated element of the completed tasks i n aooordanoo 
w i th tho assoc i ation of th e e l e m e nts form i ng th e comp le t e d tasks corresponding to the user-aa^ 
bas e d on a pr e dotorm i n e d numb e r of repud i at i on reasons rotr i ov e d for tho task and tho us o r . 

18. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A method of electronically authorizing or repudiating 
electronically processed tasks, comprising: 

receiving a first task having contents developed by a user; 

comparing the contents of the first task with contents of a second task previously 
developed by the user and reviewed by a reviewer; and 

identifying an object among the contents of the first task as a check point to be 
authoriz e d or repudiat o d reviewed by the reviewer when said comparing indicates that the object 
of the first task i s i d e nt i ca l to matches an object of the second task previously dovo l opod and 
r e vi e w e d repudiated . 

19. (NEW) A method of electronically authorizing or repudiating electronically 
processed tasks, comprising: 

determining whether elements of a task match elements of previously reviewed tasks 
associated with a user responsive to submission of the task for review by the user; and 

reviewing only elements of the task matching repudiated elements of the previously 
reviewed tasks of the user based on said determining. 
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
